REVERSED 

Five years later，this _ attitude 
was Ieversed, and Chinese mining 
was_ considered to be a financial 
benefit:“The Chinese are buying 
up all the mining claims on 
McAdams Creek and Deadwood， 
and own about all of Deadwood 
already.. .This_ large number of 
Chinamen on these creeks is 
affording -ai -better market :for 
merchants， butchers， stockmen 
and farmers，by the food and 
supplies they consume, and we are 

~told that mining is unusually lively 
in all the old mining camps 
between Fort Jones and the 
highest gulches of the Deadwood 
Mountains.” : 

By 1880 the Chinese population 
had increased，but the character- 
istics of the_ Chinese community 
had also changed. For example, in 
Salmon Township of Siskiyou 
County，with a total Chinese 
population of 218, the average age 
Was no longer 27 years，but had 
inkreased to 35 years，The age 
range had also lengthened，since 
the youngest was 1I3 years and the 
oldest 66 years. .Only two of the 
218 coqf read and write English. 

MINERS 

证 of the Chinese (70 percent) 
were single，but 29 percent were 
married and one percent wid- 
owed.The majority worked in the 
mines，with 181 listed as miners 
and 6 desigriated as helpers in the 
mines. The distinction ， between 
miner and helper in the mines is 
Uncertain; it is not related to age， 
foreven the 13- -year-old was listed 
as a iminer, and the helpers in the 
mines were usually around 30 
years 01d.

”There were also ten car men， 
one pump man, two firemen， and 
two laborers， whose work may 


,have been connected to mining. 


One Chinese worked in the mill， 
and one Was a blacksmith helper. 
Those Chinese who provided for 
the food and clothing needs of 
their countiriymen ”consisted of 
three gardeners，nine cooks，and 
one bootmaker.， No merchants， 
who _ might have imported goods 


from China, are mentioned, so the ， 


community appears to have been 
self-sufficient. This may have been 
necessary because of the inaccess- 
ibility of the mountainous Salmon 
Township location . 

The lone Chinese woman in 
Salmon Township if listed as a 
“housekeeper,”In the 1880 Census 
in California virtually all Chinese 
women were listed as house- 
“keeping house.” Of 
these，some were married，while 
others were listed as single， the 
married housekeepers were the 
wives of Chinese men，usually 
merchants, while the single house- 
keepers (who_ were more numer- 


ous) were undoubtedly those 
women who in previous censuses 
had been designated as“woman of 
Pleasture,”“courtesan, OFT “PIOS- 
titute.” 

BIRTHPLACE 

The birthplace of more than 
half of the Chinese in Salmon 
Township is listed simply as 
China， but for the remainder the 
information is more specific- 
Seventy-seven Chinese were born 
in Canton，thirteen in VWampoo， 
two in Ning Yang, one in Hopwa， 
and one in Sing. 

In 1882 the Chinese Exclusion 
Act halted the immigration of 
Chinese who were not merchants， 
students,， or diplomats，but even 
before that the Chinese popula- 
tion in -Siskiyou “County had 
stopped increasing at the rapid 
rate of the 1860's. Between 1860 
and 1870 the Chinese population 
almost tripled. Between 1870 and 
1880 it stabilized with only a slight 
increase. The effect of the Exclu- 
sion Law can be gauged by the 
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faet that between 1880 and 1900 
the Chinese population in Siskiyou 
County was reduced by half. 
POPULATION 

The white population of the 
County more than doubled be- 
tween 1860 and 1900. In 1860 
Chinese constituted seven Percent 
of te total county -population，m 
1870，21 percent; in 1880，18 
Percent; in 1870，nine percent， 
and in 1900, five percent. By 1898 
there were only 45 Chinese mining 
companies left in Siskiyou County. 
Most of these (56 -percent) were 
involved in Placer mining; 33 


Percent were' hydraulic mines;- 


and eleven _ percent were drift 
mines. 

The Chinese placer mining 
claims ranged in size 位 om eleven 
acres to 1]1] acres (the average was 
40 acres). Most (73 percent) used a 
Wheel and derrick, but 21 percent 
employed ground sluicing，and 
eleven percent tsed what Was 
known as a Chinese Pump. Three 
white mining comPpanies also used 
a Chinese pump:. This appears to 
be  a- Chinese contribution to 
early mining technology in the 
United States. 

In _ most cases the owner Was 
listed merely as “Chinese Com- 
pany,， but in some cases the 
actual name was given.

Sent by 
the emperor to root out opium 
corruption in Canton, 工 志 Tse-hsu 
does his job too well and finds 
himself undermined by British 
Power and avarice, coOrrupt local 
and court officials and finally by 
the weak emperor himsejlf. 

Thbe film， was suppressed for 
almost twenty years by Chiang 
Ching and the Cang of Four and 
one can guess about their reasons- 
Chao Tan in the' title role ip the 
下 Im creates a strong and complex 
characterization that' may have 
offended Madame-” Mao,， -who 
wanted her husband to be'China's 
primary hero. 工 ke the other 
Iecentljy-released feature，“The 
Battle of 1892,”there is a respect 
for history and for putting the past 
Fight. The sumptuous court scenes 
are iecreated without prejudice， 
and 寺 i corrupt people and not a 
corrupt system that collaborates 
with British aggression. 

DISGRACE 

The director of the film，Chen 
Chun 节 ，died in disgrace during 
the Caujltural Revolution，but he 
was recently rehabilitated and a 
memorial service Was held in his 
honor in Shanghai.

Hopefully the World Theatre or 
some cujltural group in Chinatown 
will sponsor a reshowing of the 
film.

There are 
parts of the movie that are paced 
slow and some of the acting is too

to a certain extent marked by their 
singleminded integrity. 

“Stevie,， which opens this week 
at the _ Clay Theatre，is uncom- 
promisingly honest in concentra- 
ting on the somewhat stifljing 
exjistence :of a sensitive， extra- 
ordinary poet and novelist who 
lived for most of her life in 3 
middle class suburb in North 
London with her “lion Aunt.”

The Performance of Clenda

Man”seems just a feeble excuse to 
have someone other than Jackson 
recite some of Stevie Smith's soul- 
baring poetry.， I youre in the 
mood for a character study of an 
extraordinary Person， Stevie” is 
recommended . 

STOUTHEARTED 

e“ “Midnight Express ”directed 
with realism by Alan Parker, is not 
only -not for the squeamish， 让 is 
only for the stoutheartedq.

If you wanted 
to make a film that would scare 
the daylights out of anyone even 
Iemotely able to fantasize about 
bringing druigs in or out of 
Turkey, you couldn't do it better.
